Alnost 
every flower has an eagle's nest of petals built up in the center and with a collar 
of yellow stamen surrounding it.

The foliage is very clean light green, has wide 
leaves, The stem strong. The plant has the appearance of the variety La Perle with

‘This has been one of the best cut 
flower varieties I have ever grown. It will open well from the field or cold storage. 
The stems are about 30 inches tall and each established plant will furnish 12 to 20 
stems to cut. In the bud Shawnee Chief looks like a rose. It has never waterlogged

SNOW MOUNTAIN ~ Tall strong stemmed, bomb type double, opening creamy pink, fading 
white. The bloom grows into a high mountain of snow white petals. Midseason bloom- 
er. Foliage medium dark green, clean and healthy. Buds open without trouble. Plant 
and flower similar to that of Mons. Jules Blie, except it is taller and white. _

SPURIA ~ This group of Iris is one of the finest of all Iris. They lend them 
selves beautifully tobouguets and corsages. Their stout upright foliage and 
flowerspikes are a delight to all just as the peony season is closing, They bring 
bright yellow, blue and bronze to the peony field. Spuria roots are shipped damp 
and may be included right along with the peony shipment. Plant them about three 
inches deep. Sand F after the name stand for standard and fall.
